More than 20,000 ballots cast in Coffee County 


Coffee County voters exer- 
cised their right to vote Tues- 
day, Nov. 4, during the General 
Election as more: than 20,000 
ballots were cast in the county. 

With more than approxi- 
mately 28 000 registered voters 
inthe county, 20,183 ballots 
were cast on Tuesday, accord- 
ing to the unofficial results. The 
official results will be certified 
next week. 

In’ District One of Coffee 
County, there’ were two highly 
contested races. 

For Coffee County Commis- 
sioner District One, Democratic 
candidate Dean Smith received 
the majority. vote with 1,373 
votes (54.20 percent). His op- 
ponent Republican Larry Fuller 
received, 1,158. votes: (45.72 
percent). 

The incumbent was defeated 
in the District One race for Cof- 
fee County Board of Education 


member, Republican candidate 
Joseph “Joey” Arnold received 
1,394 votes.(55.34 percent) to 
defeat Democratic candidate 
and incumbent Charles Walker. 
Walker received 1,125 votes 
(44,66 percent). 

The District Two, race for 
Coffee County Commissioner 
Was quite unique on Tuesday as 
the J L. Weeks sought to be.re- 
elected to. the position as a 
write-in candidate; however; 
his bid came up’short'as there 
were only 444 write-in votes 
cast in the rave. The Republican 
candidate Kim Ellis received 
1,900. votes (81.06 percent). 

In District Four for Coffee 
County Commissioner, Repub- 
lican candidate Frank (Al) Britt 
received the majority vote. on 
Tuesday’, with 1,998 _ votes 
(66.53. percent). Democrat Ben 
Moates’ received: 999 . votes 
(33.27 percent).

He ‘noted 
thatthe money will have to be 
paid back in the'next six years, 
further~ squeezing education 
funds. 

The school system is also 
still awaiting transfer of sales

$200,000. City officials report 
they too are having cash flow ° 


problenis and have been unable 
to catch up on this obligation, 
This originally was caused by 
less than expected money being 
transferred from the Elba utility 
board, which experienced sev- 
eral unexpected large expenses 
and rate increases during the 
past year, The city has begun to 
pay the current tax receipts but 
has'not yet been able to give the 
school those back funds. 

Weeks said that even a 5% 
cut in state funds will cost the 
Elba schools over $20,000 per 
month or, about $250,000: a 
year, 

Such a cut would first: hit 
teacher aides, lunchroom and 
janitorial staff, all of which 
would have to: be cut, just to 
balance the budget as-required 
by State law. Teachers are under 
contract for one year and will 
receive their annual pay, agdin 
as required by law. 

Weeks said the entire staff 
was working to reduce utility 
expenses as much as possible 
by cutting off; lights, heating 
and air conditioning when not 
needed, etc.
